ON THE THEORY OF REASSESSING REAL PROPERTY 
ONLY AT THE TIME OF PURCHASE

There is a popular and re- 
current notion that residential 
property ought to be reassessed 
for tax purposes only at the 
time of sale. Candidates often 
use this theme in running for 
office. On the surface it seems 
to make sense. It has 
tremendous appeal to property 
owners, most of whom have no 
intention of ever selling their 


homes. ‘‘Why,"’ goes the 
question, ‘base the tax assess- 
ment on what my property 


might sell for when I have never 
had it for sale and, in fact, hope 
to live in it for the rest of my 
life?" It is a logical question 

Improvements are 
but any solution should pass the 
test of fairness first. Here are 
some of the fallacies of the one 
in focus 

In any given year, there is 
only about a seven percent turn- 
over of property. Some 
properties have never been sold 
and some properties have been 
held by the same families for 
generations. Parents will often, 
and certainly quite 
leave their homes to their 
children. The bulk of the tax 
burden would, therefore, be 
borne by the properties that 
have changed hands, which is 
relatively a much smaller per

HOME INSULATION 
As stated in last month's 
article, insulation can be effec 
in stopping heat loss. Heat 
through the building 
envelope by a process called 
conduction, 
help stop this conduction, How- 
ever, to be effective, insulation 
must be installed properly 
There are as many ways insu 
lation can fail as there are insu- 
lated buildings. In this article I 
will mention a few of them

another example of how insu 
lation can be ineffective. In an 
ordinary wall the framing 
members form numerous 
thermal bridges between the 
warm interior of the home and 
the cold exterior; the insulation 
between the studs may be rated 
at R-1] while the studs them- 
selves may only be R-4. The 
heat conducts through the studs 
to the outside of the home 
Thermal bridging can be mini- 
mized in new construction by 
‘double studding,”’ a technique 
that places a continuous layer 
of insulation midway through 
the wall. Another alternative is 
to line the walls of the home 
with a continuous layer of rigid 
foam insulation. In existing 
homes it's rarely cost effective 
to correct thermal bridge 
caused by wooden framing, un- 
less major remodeling is plat 
ned anyway. However, thermal 
bridges caused by metal should 
be corrected because metal is 
an excellent conductor of heat 
Common metal thermal bridges 
are metal joist hangers, pipes

My brothers stand aloof from 
me, and my relations take care 
to avoid me. My kindred and 
my friends have all gone away, 
and the guests in my house have 
forgotten me. Job 19:13-14. 

Because of the growing 
number of terminally ill cancer 
patients in this county, and the 
lack of a viable program to help 
manage this problem, Hospice 
of Garrett County has been 
formed. Hospice—a concept of 
eare for the terminally i) and 
his family—is scheduled to be- 
come operational on February 
1. A medical component, 
coupled with a trained 
volunteer group, is now ready to 
serve the patients and families 
of Garrett County who face a 
terminal illness and its trauma. 


Death and dying how often 
have we avoided those words 
and their meaning? It's against 
human nature to discuss one's 
own death, or the death of a 
loved one for any length of time 
or in any great detail. Facing 
reality seems painfully im- 
possible. Feelings of helpless- 
ness prevail, fear overwhelms, 
and all seems lost. 

When a prognosis of terminal 
illness is finally realized, the 
patient and those who love him 
suddenly find themselves 
stricken with fear, and paralyz- 
ing panic surfaces in all phases 
of life for a time 

On January 6, 1982, a repre- 
sentative group of concerned 
Garrett County community 
members met to discuss the 
need for and the possibility of 
beginning a concept of care for 
the terminally ill and their 
families called hospice. 

The main concern of the 
hospice program is the manage- 
ment of terminal disease in 


such a way that patients live 
comfortably until they die, that

their families live with them to 
the very fullest as they die, and 
that life for the loved ones goes 
on afterward. The goal of a 
hospice service is not to prolong 
life, but to ensure that what re- 
mains of life is free from pain, 
as comfortable as possible, and 
satisfying to the patient. Hos- 
pice may begin and continue at 
home, or in a medical facility

service, and receive 
comfort and help they need to

A team of medi 
cal personnel, clergy, 
counselors, and volunteers plan 
and execute’ regularly 
scheduled visits to the patient 
and family; provide drivers and 
escort service for necessary ap-

pointments and social outings 
drivers for errands, such as 
medicine, food shopping, 
laundry; childcare; home- 
making assistance; and sitting 
with the patient to allow the pri- 
mary care person a rest or 
social break. 

Nurses, doctors, mental 
health professionals, and clergy 
provide experienced services to 
the patient and his loved ones 
Professionals and nonpro- 
fessionals in areas of music, 
art, handcrafts, and recreation 
provide service or consultation 
on an on-call basis when need- 
ed.

New Homebuyers 
To Be Assisted 
By Mathias Bill 


Senator Charles Me¢( 
Mathias, Jr. (R-Md.) has intro- 
duced a bill that he says would 
enable first-time homebuyers to 
afford a despite the 
current high interest rate 

The Homebuyers Assistance 
Act provides for the interest 
rate to be ‘bought down”’ by the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development through 
the Government National Mort- 
gage Association. The Secre- 
tary of HUD would have the 
discretion to determine the 
interest reduction 

“While interest rates are not 
as high as they were last 
summer, they remain well be- 
yond the reach of the average 
American homebuyer,"’ 
Mathias said. “And should 
mortgage interest rates go up 
again, we need to have in place 
a relief mechanism." 

Under the Mathias bill, the 
homeowner would repay the 
interest reductions as a second 
lien in gradually increasing 
payments. The payment would 
be adjusted annually with the 
monthly principal, interest, and 
mortgage insurance at all times 
equal to at least 25 percent of 
monthly income 

‘This bill is a self-financing 
one where the homebuyer re- 
pays the interest reduction 
through the payment program 
or upon resale,’ Mathias point- 
ed out. ‘‘The ultimate cost to the 
government is zero." 

To qualify under the pro- 
gram, maximum household in- 
come would be limited to $30,000 
but could be raised, at the dis: 
cretion of HUD, in higher cost 
markets.

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Assessment Answers & Tax Talk

ON PROPOSED LEGISLATION 





The 1983 Maryland General 
Assembly has beer session 
one month, and at this writing 





is deeply involved in consider 
ing scores of legislative pro 
posals, including among them 


possibly two dozen bills dealing 
directly with or very closely re- 


lated to property taxes and 
assessments 
From our prospective some 


may seem more important than 
others, but in the broad concept 
all are important because they, 
like individual threads, 
woven into and form the heavy 
fabric which we call the system 
and under which we thrive or 
suffer, or are satisfied or 
frustrated. Although we may be 
reluctant to face the fact, and as 
flawed as we may think it is, the 
assessment and property tax 
structure exists by action of the 
democratic process 

Apart from those regarded as 
having power and influence, 
some plain, ordinary citizens, to 
their credit have on their own 
and at their personal expense 
journeyed to Annapolis to voice 
their views regarding these pro- 
posals, And there is no better 
time for their input than now 

Citizen alertness and under- 
standing will not assure a 
perfect system—just a better 
In the furtherance of this, 
and within the constraints of 
space provided to this column, 
here is a capsule commentary 
on a selected cross section of 
these proposals as of the 
moment 

HB 79, possibly the most im- 
portant one respecting home- 
owners, deals with the Home- 
stead Tax Credit and would ex- 
tend for an additional year the 
provision allowing tax credits 
for homeowners whose assess 
ments increase by more than 
15% yearly, Currently, the law 
covers property taxes coming 
due July 1983, and this proposal 
would cover taxes that will be 
due July 1984 also. With in- 
flation being controlled, values 
have not risen so sharply, but 
there are pockets where the 
protection is still considered im- 
portant 

HB 13 applied to the Home- 
owners Tax Credit also known

Present- 
ly, this program offsets 
property taxes on owner- 


occupied dwellings up to the 
assessed valuation or $40,000, 
whichever is lesser.

HB 269 also applies to tax 
credits and would exclude from 
gross income the amount paid 
by a homeowner to a nu 
home for the care of the home.

filed February 22 by C&P Tele- 
phone Company of Maryland 

The new rates reflect a $28.2 
million increase in annual reve- 
nue authorized last week by the 
Maryland Public Service Con 
mission. They amount to a 
percent across-the-board in 
crease in most of the company’s 
products and services. 

The overall effect of the rate 
increase on individual bills will 
depend on the equipment and 
used by each cus- 
tomer, according to C&P. For 
private unlimited service for 
residence customers in Oak- 
land, for example, basic month- 
ly service will be $9.35 a month.

ON CHECKING 
ATTICS 


If you are inspecting 
a house with an attic, 
do more than ask if 
there is one - get up 
there, walk around and 
inspect it. You can 
learn a lot with just a 
few simple checks 

For instance, you 
can check to see if the 
beams are really 
solid? If the point of a 
penknife sinks in 
easily, the wood may 
be either rotten or ter- 
mite-infested. Timbers 
with ends embedded in 
masonry without 
proper air Spaces are 
especially vulnerable 
to rot. Sight along the 
beams to see whether 
any have sagged or 
warped. Also, check 
the rafters or roofing 
boards for water 
stains 











Is there sufficient 
ventilation in the attic? 
At a minimum, it 
should have louvers in 
both gable ends, vents 
under the eaves or 
ridge vents in the roof 
If the ventilation is 
inadequate, you can 
bet on wood rot - and 
there will be heat loss 
in the winter, heat 
retention in the sum- 
mer and bigger utility 
bills in both seasons 
How about insula- 
tion? An attic floor 
should have at least six 
inches in insulation 
plus a vapor barrier

Rabies Case 


Garrett County recorded its 
first confirmed case of rabies in 
well over a decade after labor 
atory reports confirm that a 
raccoon killed in the Steyer 
Mine Road vicinity Friday did 
have the early stages of the 
lisease 

Dr. William Pope, county 
health officer, reported this 
morning that the animal was 
rabid, after receiving test 
results from the laboratories 
administration of the state 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene 

The raccoon was observed by 
Wayne Martin, who said it 
came out of the woods, would 
walk about 30 feet, lie down and 
roll around, then get up and 
sta in circles. Martin shot 
the animal, being careful to 
avoid the brain, and called the 
healtt partment, which sent 
the brain to the lab for analysis 

There have been more than 
139 confirmed cases of rabies in 
he state this year, while the 
total for the entire year of 1982 
wa 

The health department had 
been expecting the county's 
first rabid animal, especially 
ince the outbreaks in surround- 
ing counties and the four-state 
area. Just last week in Mt 
Savage there was a rabies case 
confirmed. The health depart- 
ment officials feel the disease is 
affecting animals in the 
Potomac River Valley and 
warns residents in this area and 
ilso in the eastern part of the 
county to be expecially careful 
Vaccination of all household 
pets is urged at once so that pas- 
4 of the disease between 

and humans can 
be halted 

The local health department 
also warns persons who find 
dead animals in the woods not 
t t the animal 

‘ t ire cautioned to 
be especially careful. Although 
the disease has been found 
mainly in raccoons (134 of the 
fficially recorded) 
one beaver, a cat, and a skunk 
in Montgomery County have 
been determined to be rabid
